Out of Africa, the following may be of interest: 9X5MH has been active recently on 
21250 and 21300 anytime after 18002; Hans is a German but has been in Africa for over 
a decade...the Afirkaaner Net on 21355 at 18002 or thereabouts is back in full swing 
and has hosted some choice countries lately, including Cyprus...K5LBU/ST@shows almost 
daily with DK2CC on 28750 at 1200Z...TJICK has been around 15 SSB at various times. 


Transkei is not being counted as a country by DXCC, put interest in it continues to 
run high; their postmaster has announced a new system of allocating callsigns, with 
fully licensed amateurs using the $83 prefix, limited license amateurs using $84 only 
on 2 Meters and above. 


Botswana now has an incoming QSL bureau: BARS QSL Bureau, Box 1873, Gaborone, Botswana. 
Botswana began holding their first examinations for a novice-type license in August. 
Although A22GTF was worked on the bands, the occasion it commemorated, the Gaborone 
Trade Fair, was cancelled due to the sudden death of Sir Seretse Kahma, the President 
of Botswana. On Sept. 20, a school science fair was held in the capital city and 

two ARRL films were shown: Ham's Wide World and Moving up to Amateur Radio. 

There is now a reciprocal licensing agreement between Botswana and the U.S. 


UAIOSM and one of our readers in the state of Washington did a little mutual back- 
scratching, QSL-wise, and the result was two cards for Serge and a UAIPAL QSL direct. 
The following was related concerning the Box 88 system: "(We) can only mail our filled 
out cards through Moscow Box 88, all other ways being illegal. the Central Radio Club 
permits envelopes only, open, with no stamps. No private addresses or post boxes may 
be used on the envelopes. Any enclosures you send to Box 88 with your QSLs are confis- 
cated: stamps, IRCs, any printed ham matter.’ This boils down to: Russian hams can sen 
blank cards out direct, but filled-out cards only through Box 88 outgoing.-Ed.

You will 
be eligible if you got a new, renewal, or gade license, or a modification 
with renewal. This would NOT apply if you got a "2-letter" callsign under 
the old“Extra class with 25 years policy,” which cost 25 bucks. 


COCKEYED NOTIONS DEPARTMENT: How's your weather been? We have had guests here the past 
two weeks, who never seem to arrive at the right time to help with the Bulletin, but the 
point is extra people in the house tend to run our water well dry. It hasn't rained here 
in so long, we are 50 percent below normal in rainfall for the year. The neighbors tend 
to blame the crazy meterological conditions on the Canadians (where our weather comes 
from), on the volcano, on aerosol sprays and the ozone layer, on Three Mile Island, you 
mane it. Personally, we think it is sunspots.

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Technical tips from the TDXB desk: using an external receiver with a Kenwood trans- 
ceiver (specifically the TS520 but TS820 is undoubtedly the same) is a simple matter. 
Connect the external receiver antenna input to the TS520 XVERTER IN jack. Connect the 
external receiver MUTE hot wire to the XVERTER JACK pin 8, which is normally grounded,’ 
open on XMIT.
